By Awarding of Govern- 


ment Contracts 


' London. Dec. 11.—D. 
Lloyd-George. 


IfcadicsJ. in the house of commons yester- 
day, brought together a series of ac- 
cusations against Mr. Chamberlain that 
had bain figuring in the newspapers, and 
tnoved that no member of the govern- 
ment ought to have a direct or Indirect 
Interest In concerns competing for gov- 
ernment contracts. 


He polntad out that th« secretary of 


•tate for the colonies held 5000 shares 
and oth*r members of his family «7,000 
•hares in the Birmingham trust, which 
In turn was a share owner In the Tubes 
Limited, making $50,000 a year out of 
government contracts. 
Ha asserted 


also that Mir. Chamberlain and his rela- 
tions held share* worth from $1,150,000 
to $1,250,000 in Elliott's Metal company, 
contractors to the admiralty, and shares 
Valued-at $1.250.009 in the Kynoche 
Pynamlte oompaay, contractors to the 
Hear offio*. 


After -enumerating other companies 


In which the Chamberlain family, he as- 
serted, had Interests, Mr. George de- 
clared that he was not attacking tfie 
private character of the minister, but 
bad raised the matter because "this ca*« 
might be used as a precedent later to 
lustlfy corruption." 


After various speeches for and against 


the resolution, Mr. Chamberlain re- 
plied: 
"It is njy parsonal honor that is 


Involved in this question," he said, 
These attacks are monstrous and ab- 
surd. 
I .took ne notice of the charges 


during the election, although there had 
been a conspiracy of insinuation. I had 
been charged with fattening on the 
profits of a war I had provoked. 


"Of all the companies mentioned, I 


hold shares in two. 
My relations In- 


tend to take legal proceedings and tha 
public will see how these abominable 
charges will be dealt with by the courts. 
My relatibns are all business men and 
have'had to make th*lr own fortunes. 
I dome of a family which boasts nothing 
of 
distinguished 
birth or inherited 


wealth, but has an unbroken record for 
nearly two centuries of unstained com- 
mercial Integrity. 
Never during the 


Whole course of my political career have 
J been asked to use my influence to se- 
cure pecuniary gain for myself or my 
relations." 


Proceeding to explain his connection 


with the two companies, Mr. Chamber- 
lain said he had joined the Colombo 
company 23 years ago. 
Its shares had 


never been quoted on the stock ex- 
change. 
The contract to build huts 


lor Boer prisoners in Ceylon was given 
to the Colombo company on the re- 
sponsibility of the local government 
without any communication with him- 
•elf. 


So far as the Birmingham Trust was 


concerned, he said he knew nothing 
whatever of'fts investments, although 
be had recently ascertained that there 
was a trifling investment IB the Tube* 
Limited, since his brother managed the 
business of that organisation, but tha 
company's already small business with 
the admiralty had largely decreased 
After having made further explanations 
•f a similar kind, Mr. Chamberlain ex- 
claimed amid ministerial oncers: 


"I» it not hard to have to deal with 


such rubblah as this T When all is reck- 
oned up, perhaps my indirect interest 
In government contracts Is a few pounds, 
or even shilling*, and yet the house of 
common* ifl called upon to pas* a solemn 
resolution which will not strike me, but 
iwlll be a self-denying ordinance to many 
member* who do not anticipate that re- 
Wilt." 


In an eloquent peroration the colonial 


secretary declared that the attacks had 
not Injured him, but had givnn pain to 
m, number of private individuals.

The minority taltes issue with Secre- 


tary Gage's estimate of $28,000,000 sur- 
plus In 1902, and say that if congrens 
observes proper economy In expendi- 
tures the surplus ought to be $109,983,009. 


"We are, therefore, elesu-ly of the 


epinloa that there can safe) y be made a 
further reduction than is contemplated 
In' the bill presented by the committee, 
and that now Is the time to give such 
relief. 
Instead of tc.ydr.jr off the sum 


of $40,000,000, as is proposed, we would 
go further and reduce, taxation not less 
than $70,009,809. 


"We would maka these reductions on 


those articles which are most nearly 
the necessities of life, and would take 
off the tares that are moat annoying and 
Vexatious to the people. 
This would 


in no way cripple or Impair the pubilc 
service. 
We believe tha-t by a return to 


proper economy in appropriations a re- 
duction grea/tor than we advocate could 
ba made, and we should at OBCQ enforce 
this economy," 


The report states that the minority 


will net oppose the bill, b'ut wtll er.d^avor 
to amend it. 
Tha serious objection to 


tha bill, says the report, is that the 
burdens of tasation 
throughout th* 


coantry are unjustly distributed, and 
the revenues collected inequitable. The 
vast ravenuas collected, It says, and the 
government expenditures must become 
a menace and the pruning knife should 
be vigorously applied. 
The minority 


favors a chauisre In the present tariff 
laws, where they have promoted monop- 
oly. 


""We contend," concludes the minority, 


"the vice of our existing legislation is 
that almost all th« burdens of the fed- 
eral government are imposed upon con- 
sumption rather than upon production." 


The Republican house caucus on the 


war revenue reduction bill decided last 
night by a large majority to stand by 
the bill as now drawn, and reported by 
the ways and means committee. 


The senate spent almost live boars 


yesterday In executive swslon consider- 
ing the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. Among 
the speakers was Senator Morgan, who 
took issue with Senator Teller as to 
the purport of the first clause, claiming 
that ft applied only to Great Britain's 
right to fortify the Nlearaguan canal 
itself. 


Senator Teller replied* asserting that 


the provision was of more general im- 
port, as, ha said, anyone could ascertain 
for himself by reading; President Me- 
Buehanan's views upon the subject 
when ha was minister to England, which 
showed plainly, he -said, that England 
bad attempted to extend her rights be- 
yond the immediate vicinity of the can- 
al.

HISTORY OF THE LEAD 
i_ L.II.U. AT SEA.

The lead pencil, the most common of 


all writing implements, is somewhat over 
200 years eld. The term ^ead pencil,'' 
fcowever, is a misnomer, as, in a mineral- 
•gieal sense, there is not a particle of 
lead ia. its composition. The lead pencil 
criminated with the discovery of the 
graphite micea in England in 1684 dur- 
ing the reign of Queem Elizabeth. A* 
graphite so greatly resembled galena, the 
German name for which was Weiglaaa, it 
was given the came of blei, or lead. 


In the early days of lead pencil making 


the graphite was sawed into thin sheets 
and cat into strips smaller and smaller 
until they were of a size to be covered 
with light wooden slips and thus serve as 
peneils. Tbe first pencils created much 
excitement. The graphite mines of Eng- 
land were considered of inestimable value 
and were protected by law. Set there 
was great waste—first, in digging, for 
tnaay of the pieces were toe small for cut- 
ting, and again in the manner of catting 
the graphite, which was co crude that 
fcalf the material was lost. 


So a binding substance had to be in- 


vented. Glue, cum, isinglass and «ther 
•nbstanccs were tried, bnt the graphite 
was only rendered hard and brittle and 
•f nnevea hardness. 
Its marks were 


faint end indistinct, and in those days if 
the point broke it was quite an undertak- 
ing to sharpen it again. First, the wood 
had to be cut away and the graphite 
luated over a light to soften it, after 
•which it was drawn to a point with the 
fingers. 


In 1795 Conte, a Frenchman, came on 


the idea of using pulverized graphite and 
binding clay. This discovery resulted in 
pencils of varying hardness, according to 
the amount of binding clay added, and 


, each pencil was of exactly the same 


hardness throughout its length. 
Soon 


after this discovery improvements fol- 
lowed in mixing, rolling and shaping the 
graphite composition, which was cut into 
lengths, placed in a warm oven to harden 
•nd finally incased in wood, as seen to- 
tal.--^. Louis .Globe-Democrat.

Virginia Slaves tl It* Were Whirled 
Throcsh the Oc««n'« Femm t« Lib- 
erty ma,4 t* fortame. 
In 1796 a color-r of six runaway slaves 


came to tbe SteckbridKe valley, the first 
ef that race errv seen in Madison county. 
The history of thti* six slates is full of 
resaaace, for tbey werr no common men. 
They had rttn all parts ef the world 
where a ship could ride at anchor in a 
harbor. All could speak several tongues, 
bat none could read or write. All were 
slaves from Virginia and had been bound 
out by their natter fer 21 years on a 
whaling Teasel taat was owned by a com- 
pany in New Bedford, Mass. The ship 
had started f«r the south seu, to be gone 
on a cruise of three years. 


When about 00 miles out at sea from 


New Bedford, the lookout discovered A 
large whale and ordered the«e six sailors 
to ge in a small boat and follow the 
whale. When he came to the surface, one 
of the sailors, who was an expert, threw 
a harpoon at the whale. Instead of strik- 
ing httn just back of the head, which is 
the usnal way, the hnrpoon struck the 
whale about tea feet from the end of the 
tail, which U of a fibrous nature and 
caused no lois of Wood to the whale. 
Then the great monster shot off with 
wonderful rapidity tewnrd the middle of 
the ocean, carrying the boat, and that 
was the last the esptain of that whaler 
ever saw ef hU six sailors. 


This uarratire, aa related by Paul Caff, 


th* sailor whe threw the harpoon, reads 
like' a fish story, but the circumstance! 
connected with it afterward proved its 
truthfulness, as it was corroborated jn 
full by til the other sailors. 
After this 


whale hid gene abont 50 miles in a. 
straight course at s*n, carrying the sail- 
ers behind it in a small boat snd some ef 
the time going at the rate of 40 miles an 
honr, it turned its course back toward the 
shore and then turned again back to sea. 
Sometimes the whale would dive down 
600 feet and rise wifh great fury and 
beat the ocean to a white foam. At times 
he would spnrt a volume of water 200 
feet in the air.

were rid:!iK orer the sea ia great splen- 
dor, harnessed to the biggest fish in the 
.world and making the fastest time on 
record." 
They saw and passed great 


merchant shins bearing their country's 
flag, but they had no flag, no country, no 
harae.

He steered 
his conrs? southwest nnd by accident 
struck the bay and outlet of the Rai-itan 
river, on the coast of New Jersey, 
The 


water" was derp, and be followed its 
course for two rnUos. Ills nose struck 
tbe piers of a bridge that cost $7,000, 
and it fell with a clash into the river. The 
whale then struck an oysiter aioop and 
shivered that tn atntr.c, drbwning three 
sailors. On he went, but the water soon 
became so shallow that he landed on the 
chore, and in three kourn he was dead. 


By this singular accident the six ne- 


groes became the owners of the whale. 
They sold it to an Ea;ltsi oil merchant 
in New York cjty for $12,000 in gold who 
did not know thay were slaves bound out 
in the marine service and not entitled to 
the whale under the laws. 
His title, 


however, proved good, for the company 
in New Bedford never heard of the 
transaction in 20 years. The whab was 
really worth about $30,000 and was the 
largest ever found on the Atlantic coast. 


After reccirins their money the slaves 


made aa equal division, which gave them 
$2,000 each, and, through the advice of 
their leader. Pan! Guff, they set their 
faces toward the western wilds of the 
elate of New Tork. When they reached 
Albany, they met a Petiuod Indian who 
was returning from piloting some mis- 
sionaries to the Stoekbridge vailcy. The 
Indian gave them a £ne description of 
the country, and they induced bins to re- 
turn with them for a stipulated price. 
He did so and lived with them in this lo- 
cality until he d:*d. 
They bought on 


contract with the Oneida Indians abont 
200 acres ef land for each at a nominal 
sum. 
Afterward the titles were con- 


irmed by the state of New Tork. They 
all lived to a fine old age, cod all were 
highly respected. 


All of them died here except one, who 


Returned to New Bedford after a lapse of 
60 years and died there abont 40 years 
ago. The remains of the others are laid 
to rest side by side in the old Indian 
traveyard at VaUfy Mills, and there is 
nothing whatever to mark their graves. 
There was once a small slab at the head 
of one grave of rude form and chiseled 
by an unskilled hand. 
The inscription 


read as follows: "Jack Morgan, a runa- 
way slave, who chssed the whale." Then 
followed age and date, but the slab has 
long since iuoldtrcU away.—Utica Press.

"I climbed the tr«>e one night, with a 


piece of twine and a Bail for a weight, to 
make some little experiments and see 
just how long the trapeze would have to 
be to strike the window sill. I tied the 
string with the nail weight on the hori- 
zontal limb .ind swung it from anotlier 
limb ba^k of it, further away from the 
bouse, the limb that I intended to swing 
from myself when I had the trapeze 
ready. I swung it to get a length that 
would bring the trapeze just so that 
when I swung forward I could put my 
feet and legs through the window and 
bend 'em down nnd hold on by 'em there 
inside and slip off the bar on to the win- 
dow sill. Then I was going to tie the 
trapeze to one or the window blinds to 
keep it there while I was exploring the 
house, and when I carne back to the win- 
dow, loaded up, I was going to get on 
the trapeze and cast loose and swing 
back to tbe tree r.ml 50 my way. 


"Well, I got the exact length that the 


trapeze wanted to be to reach from the 
under ?ide of that limb to the window 
sill, and then I made at home a trapeze 
to cairy me over. I had rope ends plenty 
long enough to wind around tho limb, 
and I had the hanging pait measured ex- 
nctly so I conld make the trapeze fast 
with just the right length below the limb. 
When the night came that I was to try 
it. I shinned up tho tree and made it fast. 
I bad a twine tied to the trapeze bar, and 
then I climbed the other Hinb that I was 
to s-ring from and pulled the bar up to 
me there and got on it, grasped the ropes 
in cither hand and when I was ah ready 
swung- off. 


"It seemed like a tremendous drop go- 


ing down, bat I did not have long to 
think. 
I made just one swish down 


through the air and was going up the 
other side before I knew it. But I didn't 
forget myself. I'd practiced this, and I 
kept my feet and legs straight out in 
front of me and ready to curve 'em 
through the open window when I came 
to it, and then drop 'en and clinch 'cm 
there. But somc'hiw I had made a mis- 
calculation in trying the ropes or else at 
the very last instant I went wrong with. 
my feet, for instead of thrusting my feet 
through the open space or the lower win- 
dow I jnbbrd them both plumb through 
the double s-ash above up to my knees. 
I let go of the trapeze in the excitement, 
vihich I don't think was surprising, and 
the nest instant I WES hanging bead 
downward outsiiK with my bag that I 
hod my tools in that ! had carried by a 
strap oner rr.y shoulder dangling down 
below me with the strap around my arm- 


i "When I smashed through those two 
windows. I made as much noise as you'd 
hear in blowing up a crockery factory, 
and I knew of course that it would only 
be a mighty short time before there was 
somebody around, and I made a great ef- 
fort to get free. 
I knew I would go 


smashing down on the ground, but I 
'wanted to take the chances on that rath- 
'er than be carglit, and I didn't hesitate 
at all about trying to pull my legs out 
from those windows, though I knew I 
should foil the minute I got 'em out. 
But though I'd lost the trapeze in that 
one moment's excitement when I struck 
the windows I was cool enough now, and 
1 was figuring on bow to get the window 
sill, which I couldn't quite touch now, 
*iid so break niy fall somewhat when I 
did gel free find, above all things, tura 
myself over so that when I did go down 
I'd strike the ground on my feet and riot 
on my bend. 


"I yenkcd one leg partly clear and then 


the other, the glass rattling and the sash- 
es smashing as I pulled on "em, and I set- 
tled down until I coald touch the sill be- 
'low with my fingers. Then 1 heard the 
bod in that room jouncing under some- 
body springing up out of it—yon see, all 
this that it takes me some time to tell 
you about really happened in next to no 
time at nil—and I knew if I was going to 
go at all I'd cot to go then, and I just 
yanked and smashed both legs clear of 
the frames, settling down more as I did 
so until I got hold enough on that wia- 
dcw sill to tuin myself over as I dropped 
and pnsh myself clear of the buildinj. 
When the man looked out of the window, 
I 
was describing n beautiful curve 


through the air preparatory to landing 
safely on my feet. 
i "The man dirappeared from the win- 
Jdow and was back again ia an instant, 
, and then there was n flash from a shot- 
Igun, but it didn't do any damage. It was 
dark, and by that time I was a little too 
! lor off to be hit by a maa whose aim was 
(likely under such circumstances to be 
;morc or less uncertain nuynay. 
But 


there had been danger cnouth in hanging 
bead down on the s:do of the horse from 
a secomi story window and taking the 
,chance on getting" righted up before yoi 
, struck the ground, and I made up mj 
.mind that OOP try with the trapeze waj 
'all I wanted. I WHS satisfied aftor that 
with crllur windows and that strt of 
thing."—New York Sun.

From the way the b'oard of assessors 


arc reported to be working for the re- 
electi'om of Mr. Ford we should judge 
they do not want the present comrade- 
ship to be disturbed. Complete unan- 
imity is not always good. 


Isn't it funny that Editor Chase of 


the Democrat would deny to the repub- 
lican candidate for assessor the just- 
ness of an argument identical to the 
argument used by himself to win a 
place tti the board of county commis- 
sftmers?

The report of the minority of the

Fifty may be ag 
much as th« revenues will be pared, 
consiering the wish of the treasury de- 
partment for careful action. The treas 
ury department believes it is better to 
have something of a surplus instead of 
a deficit, which seems to be gound 
reasoning. There might be some hope 
for an income tax amendment if this 
were not the short session of c'ongress. 
The debate an income tax provision 
would ptecipitate will probably cause 
the matter to be voted down at 
present. 


It ie quite striking at this time, con- 


sidering the situation in the far eaat 
and all its past and present horrors, to 
have the Chinese minister. Wu Ting 
Fang, preach ethics to an audience of 
intellectuals in Carnagie hall, New 
Tork. But it is such instances that 
take us out of ourselves to 'our own 
profit and stretch the individual mind, 
as far as It will go without breaking 
over the community of the whole world 
and along the line of human develop- 
ment from history's earliest date and 
In the strangest places. Occasionally 
we are halted by the well known truth 
that whatever may be the varying prac 
«tices tof communities of m«n there is 
wonderful agreement in the systems 
taught by their great leaders to govern 
them in their relations. We are brought 
up quite short when such a man as 
minister Wu tells us this in good En- 
glish: 


"The most striking instance in which 


the teachings of Confucius and of 
Christ meet," is the golden rule. Con- 
fuci'fs puts it negatively, to be surei— 
do not do to others what you would not 
wish them to do to you—but anyone 
who will follow that rule, either way 
it is phrased, will be a thoroughly good 
man. A good Christian is a goad Con- 
fucian, and a. good Confucian is a good 
Christian." 


A REDHOT SERMON. 


F*M*k*« IB 
el tfe* G*U«ws t« 


Henry II. Clemtuct, the auctioneer, in 


the count of hi* business dealing* with 
men throughout Worceiter county cornea 
into possession of many peculiar print*, 
but he possesses none that he prizes more 
than a copy of a sermon delivered by the 
Rer. Thaddeu* Maccarty, the Revolu- 
tionary pastor of the Old South church. 
to a negro about to be hanged tor a 
heinous crime. In the ante-Revolution- 
ary days it was the practice to bring a 
doomed criminal into church and hare 
the preacher give him a spiritual send 
off. 
This sermon wa* delivered in the 


year 1768, long before the Bo*tone*e took 
it into their h«id» to lever diplomatic re- 
lation* between the American colonies 
and their Uncle George, the English king. 


This particular colored man wa* appre- 


hended, tried and sentenced to be hanged 
by the neck. Hi»tory doea not give th* 
full name of tho colorad man who was 
preached to with a rope around hi* neck 
and a graTe dug within eight, but in the 
nermon he is referred to as Arthur, or 
"acre specifically and with a view to giv- 
ing Arthur a tip that there wa* no slip 
of the noose likely in his case, "the dying 
Arthur." 
The Rev. Thaddeus wa* a great paint- 


er frith words, and to the unfortunate 
Arthur he pictured the nether world with 
old fashioned colors. To read the ser- 
mon even at thin day on* with a powerful 
imagination can almost sniff the brim- 
stone and can realize how Arthur mu»t 
have felt if he sat there with the whole 
of Worcester couuty occupying the pews. 
Arthur probably wasn't tickled to any 
extent. 


He was informed that a cot bed made 


of brimstone, with a mattress lined with 
live coals that never burned - it, w«t* 
awaiting him in the event of his dj ing 
impenitent. 
According to referances ia 


the sermon to the people, there must have 
been a large number present. In fact, in 
those days, when prizefights, horse races 
and even the smoking of tobacco were 
hcid to be sinful, seeing a murderer off 
on his last journey was about the only 
sportias event of the times, and the peo- 
ple fiocked out in large numbers te see 
the trap sprunc and the victim drop. 


This sermon was printed by Kneftlancl 


& Adams of Bo»tou, and the exact dato 
of its delivery was Oct. 20, 1708. The 
pastor of the Oid South church vra* evi- 
dently an expert at this uurt of preach- 
ing, for he was in in great demand, and 
there are the bodies ot murderers buried 
in the Green Hill district, one of them 
a woman, to whom he preached iu the 
oppn air in Worcester toward the close 
of the last century.— Worcester Spy.

Savoy and who came to this city three 
years ago to work, attempted suicide 
in Boston last evening, and is now at 
the city hospital there, suffering from 
the effects of a dose of carbolic acid. 
An Associated Press dispatch to the 
Transcript this afternoon says that ohe 
is in a fair way to recovery. 


Sh» hired a room in Boston, giving1 an 


assumed name, some days ago, and last 
night was found suffering from 
the 


poison which she had taken from the, 
night she would give only her name as 
Ella Ingraham. Today an Associated 
Press dispatch says that she had told 
the hospital authorities that her home 
was in North Adams, and that she 
had relatives here. 


She had with her a two year old boy, 


whose second birthday was the day 
his mother chose for killing herself. 
The boy is now being cared for in Bos- 
ton. 


It was learned here this afternoon 


that the girl's home is in Savoy. She 
lived near the line between Savoy and 
Hawley, and about three years ago 
came to this city, and was employed 
at housework. In May, 1S98. she was 
arrested on the charge of street walk- 
ing, and was sentenced in the district 
court to the woman's prison at Sher- 
born. 


Her sentence to Sherborn was for e 


year. She was arrested with a com- 
panion, Carrie Fuller, and both receiv- 
ed the same sentence. They were liv- 
ing in the Clark block at the time. 


One of her relatives stated this af- 


ternoon that since she was sent away 
they had not heard a Word from her, 
and did not know where she was now 
The news of her attempted suicide was 
flrst learned through the Associated 
Press dipatch. 


Her boy was born shortly after she 


was sent away frt>m here. The follow- 
ing account of her attempted suicide 
was given in a Boston paper today: 


On the anniversary of her child's 


birth Ella Ingrabam yesterday at, 
tempted suicide by poisoning. 


She drank an ounce of 95 per cent- 


carbolic acid yesterdly noon at Mrs. 
Elizabeth Stone's lodging house at 129 
Dartmouth street, and was taken to 
the city hospital, where she now lies 
hovering between life and death, her 
name placed on the dangerbus list. 


If she had not received immediate at. 


tention after taking the poison sh« 
would have Inevitably died. 


There Is a lad scar, or sore, upon 


her chin; there is another upon her 
nose, and upon her bosom there are 
scratches which Dr. Cruikshank, who 
visited her yesterday before she took 
the poison, states may be the marks of 
finger nails.

Tenderly the old {r-v.tu'U:'-! j:::t 
it on a parrel, sending it to a friend in 
the United States. 
Here, in th« waste 


basket, it lay for many a day, till an er- 
rand boy found it and quickly trr.usfor- 
red it to his album. ' Despairing of get- 
ting a good collection and his fever for 
«tarcps somewhat abating, he sold thorn 
to a dealer. The new owner, on looking 
at the catalogue, found that what he had 
paid $5 for was worth 525. 


Accidentally this stamp was slipped in- 


to a 25 cent pacKct and sent to a dealer 
residing in Hamilton. 'When the latter 
opened the packet, he was astonished to 
find such a valuable stamp and, being 
honest, wrote his friend to inform him oE 
what had happened, offering him $1,200 
lor it. The offer was accepted, and the 
stamp again changed hands. 
By thia 


time the stamp had increased in value, 
and not a few came frora ft distance to 
look at the treasure. One day an Eng- 
lish nobleman, who, through a Canadian 
triend, had heard of the stamp, offered 
$1,500, which offer was accepted. 
The 


English lord, falling in love with an 
American heiress and wishing to gain the 
favor of her brother, presented him with 
the stamp as a token of esteem. Here, 
in its new and luxurious American home, 
it came to a sad end, for one day 
the maid, by mistake, swept the stamp, 
which had accidentally fallen out of the 
album, into the fire. In an instant the 
stamp which thousands had heard of and 
longed for went up in smoke to the 
broad, blue sky, leaving not a trace be- 
hind.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

There are come who see In the site 


of the old mill pond near the corner of 
Kiver and Houghton streets, which has 
been filled in, a chance to open a pretty 
park in that part of the city, and that 
such an opportunity really exists no 
one can fail to see who looks over the 
ground. The small stream that sup- 
plied the pond has been taken under 
the street at a point Just below Claris 
& Son's carpet works and laundry, 
through a large iron cylinder, and now 
runs to river street through a canal at 
the foot of the high bluff north of the 
pond, or what was the pond, for the 
space has been filled with gravel and Is 
now for the most part dry land. By re- 
moving thu old stone mill and an old 
tenement house at the corner of the 
streets a fine opening: would be made, 
an acre in extent if not more If the 
bluff and grove to th north weie in- 
cluded, as they undoubtedly would be 
it the park project were entered upon, 
the possibility for a very attractive 
open-air resort would be 
presented. 


And if the small grrcien south of River 
street at that point could be included 
it would be a valuable addition, as 
there are a few large elms on the green 
which TV ould be very desirable for their 
shade and beauty. 


That part of the city is thickly settled

pied many have thought of the .matter 
feel that it might be well for the city 
to consider it and at least find out 
what it would cost to Improve the last 
opportunity that will ever be offered to 
open a park in that part 'of the city ex- 
cept at a tremendous cost! The grove 
•would be a beautiful place for winding 
stairs and rustic seats*and arbors, and 
with the ground fitted up for park pur- 
poses as it could be it would be ft. de- 
cided ornament and benefit to the city. 
In many respects it would be prefer- 
able to the North Church street propo- 
sition. The possibilities are greater 
than even th'oee who are familiar with 
the locality can realize until they look 
the ground over with the park idea in 
mind.
